There are also about 82,600,000 
silver dollars in the treasury against 
which silver certificates can bo issued.

DEATH OF JOHN PLANKINTON. 
M ilw a u k e e , M arch 30.—John Plank­ 
inton, M ilwaukee’s forem ost citizen, 
died about 9 o’clock Sunday night. 
He 
built up a great fortune in the packing 
business, in 
which 
he 
was 
long 
associated with 
P. 
I). 
Armour, of 
Chicago. 
He was 
the 
ow ner of 
the Plankinton house and many of 
the large business blocks in the city, 
and his fortune was counted in the 
millions. 
He was a m an of great pub­ 
lic spirit, and gave money and aid to 
every enterprise th at promised to ad­ 
vance the city's interests, while his pri­ 
vate charities were large. For two years 
past he had been out of active business, 
a paralytic stroke having nearly caused 
his death and forced his retirem ent 
from active business life. 
From this, 
however, he partially rallied, andwhila 
he had lost the use of his voice he was 
able to w alk out as recently as a w eek 
ago. 
A severe cold taken last Thurs­ 
day developed into pneum onia 
and 
finally caused his death. 
[John Plankinton was born in New Castle 
county, Del., March IS, 1820. 
He landed tm 
Milwaukee September 8, 1844, and at onee 
opened a small butcher shop at what ia now 
3 Grand avenue. Ile had just $400 to start 
with, but such was his snccesss that his 
first year's sales amounted to nearly 119,000. 
In 1849 he went into partnership w ith Frsd- 
erlck Layton, with whom he rem ained asso­ 
ciated until i860. He continued In business 
alone until 1863, when he formed a partnership 
w ith Philip D. Armour, then a young m an who 
w as known to be possessed of sagacity, shrew d­ 
ness and business ability. The im mense suc­ 
cess of the firm of Plankinton & Armour Is well 
known, and some idea can be gained from the 
fact that in 1880 it did a business exceeding 
•12,000,000. 
It was in 1SS4 that Mr. ^Plankinton made his 
first move to retire from business and which b s 
eventually carried cut with great tact and good 
judgment. 
He was then a partner of P h il 
Armour and the partnership was dissolved, Mr. 
Plankinton disposing of h is ‘Chicago. 2 K ansas 
City and New York interests in the packing 
business. 
Four years later Mr. Plankinton 
still 
further 
withdrew from 
business by 
selling 
out 
his 
Milwaukee 
packing 
In­ 
terests to Patrick and John Cudahy, 
who 
have 
since 
conducted 
the 
business. 
I* 
the fall of 1888 he took an extensive trip 
through the south and thence to California, 
traveling in the f5J,000 private car of the lata 
Alexander Mitchell, with whom. he had been 
associated in many ventures. 
At several 
places, notably at Atlanta and New Orleans. 
he was tendered formal receptions by citizens 
and business organizations. 
In the summer of 1889 while in Milwaukee 
he was stricken with his first stroke of paraly­ 
sis, a very light attack which was felt la his 
right hand and arm alone. Shortly after ha 
left on a trip to California, which proved a dis­ 
astrous one. He returned much worse than 
when he left aud had never been a well man 
sinoe. 
Mr. Plankinton had long been looked upon os 
the leading citizen of Milwaukee. He had great 
faith in the city, urn! particularly la the West 
side, a section of which he was the bone and 
sinew. The Plankinton house, in which he took 
especial pride, he ran for years at a Joes sim ply 
because he was bound that Milwaukee should 
have a hotel second to none in the United 
States. Of late years, however, the hotel has 
paid a big dividend, and it is estimated that ha 
eventually got back all the money that he hod 
put into it. All through life his career w as 
m arked by a desire not alone to make money 
for himself but to advance the interests of Mil­ 
waukee. Mr. Plankinton never held a public 
offloe. His wealth was estimated a t about SNV 
000,000 and he was known to possess In th# 
neighborhood of (3,000,000 worth of property la 
this city. 
REV. DR. nOW ABO CROSBY.

[Dr. Howard Crosby was bora In New York 
In 1896, being the second son of William Bed- 
low CiOsby, a well known New York philan­ 
thropist, At the age of 14 he entered the 
university of the city of New York, gradu­ 
ating 
In 
1344. 
In 
1851 
he 
was 
pro­ 
fessor 
of 
Greek 
In 
that 
oollege 
and 
In 1859 st Rutgers. 
Two years 
later ha 
became a Presbyterian minister. In 1863 ba 
was appointed to the pastorate of the Fourth 
Avenue Presbyterian church in this city. aa 
office which he has held ever since. 
Im­ 
mediately after his appointment he began the 
crusade against vice and intemperance which 
made him famous. 
Ho hod not at first 
much success in inducing either the clergy os 
the laity to join in his crusade, but in 1877 ha 
organized the society for the prevention of 
crime. Its object was put down illicit drink 
traffic, 
to 
suppress concert 
saloons, low 
theaters and to purify criminal courts. He was 
continually in collision with excise! commis 
stoners and police captains. 
His attack on 
Police Captain Williams in 1887 was one of the 
most Important of these encounters. Dr. Cros­ 
by was decidedly a moderate man. 
He de­ 
clared that total abstinence was not called 
for by the gospel and he did not urge it In 
practice. A few years ago he had a serious 
disagreement with a number of Presbyterian 
ministers on aocount of his expressed opinion 
that the law should give workingmen a chanco 
to buy beer Sundays.

V arch 30.—For tome j 
years past attempts have been made to 
victimize people of prominence in tho 
United States by playing1 upon their 
credulty at the expense of their purses. 
Just who tile would-be swindlers are 
and to what extent they have suc­ 
ceeded 
is 
not 
known. 
but suffi­ 
cient data has drifted into the depart­ 
ment cf state to indicate that these 
operation > have been conducted on a 
broad scale and that the leader in them 
Is intelligent and well acquainted in the 
a1!airs of the persons selected as vic­ 
tims. 
Whether there is one man or 
I whether he has confederates it is hard 
| to determine, although the indications 
i point to cooperative action. 
J 
The fraudulent schemes are v^f the 
j same general plan, but details 
are 
varied infinitely to meet the character 
of the victim. 
As a rule he is a person 
who has at some time had a slight ac­ 
quaintance with a Spaniard. 
Ile re­ 
ceives a letter from a Spanish priest 
telling him that a large sum of money 
has been devised to him by this Span­ 
iard on conditions that always involve 
the advancement of a greater or less 
sum of money to pay necessary charges. 
The tir^t notice the departm ent of 
state hail of the swindle was a letter 
a liressed to President Harrison soon 
atter he assumed his office. 
In this 
letter tile writer, a Catholic priest, as 
he 
described 
himself, 
informed 
the 
president 
that 
a 
Spanish 
army officer after undergoing incredi­ 
ble vicissitudes of fortune had died in 
Spain. 
He had delivered to the priest 
a package containing STJO.OJO, which 
was to be turned over to President 
Harrison on the sole condition that he 
would assume charge of the officers 
little daughter. Incidentally the amount 
of $3,0'JO was needed to pay neces­ 
sary expenses. The m atter was con­ 
fidential and the president 
was to 
direct his rep’v in Spanish to the 
priest and inclose it in a letter ad­ 
dressed to a Spanish lady. 
The priest 
also inclosed a letter from a bishop 
testifying to the good character of the 
priest, but, perhaps from inadvertence, 
or more probably to avoid conviction 
if detected, the testimonial was made 
out for a person of different name from 
that signed by the alleged priest. 
The next person selected as a victim 
was Gen. Bartlett of the pension office 
in Washington. 
In this case a great 
quantity of valuable 
plate was at 
stake, encumbered with an innocent, 
angelic child of a Spaniard, whom the 
general readily recalled as an acquaint­ 
ance of his early years. 
His suspicions 
were aroused by the unusual precau­ 
tions that were to be observed, and he 
escaped without loss. 
Early last week a citizen of Creston, 
la., was told that $40,000 in jewels and 
treasure was buried in his neighborhood 
by a Spaniard he had known in bygone 
years. 
He was to have a description of 
its location and a part of the proceeds 
of the property if he would send the 
remainder to a daughter of the Span­ 
iard, binding himself heavily and re­ 
m itting money to pay charges before 
receiving the chart showing the loca 
tion of the treasure. 
A member of the United States house 
of representatives last summer also 
came in for one of these prize packages, 
which were warranted to contain a 
fortune aud a beautiful heiress. 
A 
letter was addressed 
to this mem­ 
ber from 
the “ Parisian church of 
San Jaim e Atreida,” bearing the seal 
of the 
church 
and 
the 
seal of 
the archbishopric 
of 
Toledo. 
The 
le t lr, like the others, purported to be 
from ii priest—Alberto Sonar, in this 
se—lo sated in the province of Radios 
Dona Maria Casitas, Celle Judeira, No. 
23 Villanueva la Kar ma. 
This lobe 
is chief!/ rem arkable for the crafty 
manner in which the priest seeks to 
pevent the exposure of the swindle by 
making it appear to be in the recipi 
ent’s interest to m aintain silence. 
The priest’s story is romantic, as is 
invariably the 
case. 
An illustrious 
prisoner had died in a castle. The 
charge upon which he was confined 
embezzlement from the state—was cun 
ningly 
stated 
with 
apparent 
innocence, 
although 
its 
sug­ 
gestion 
indirectly 
accounted 
for 
the 
great 
fortune 
of 
9.000,- 
000 pesetas (about $1,800,000) which the 
prisoner had secreted. 
He had selected 
the American congressman to act as his 
executor. 
He had an innocent, angelic 
heiress, and was willing to allow the 
executor the fifth part of his fortune 
for his trouble. 
The priest had been 
told under the seal of the professional 
that 
the 
treasure 
had 
been 
se­ 
cretly deposited by 
the illustrious 
prisoner in the bank of London. 
It 
happened that his baggage was in pos 
session of the court, and in a secret re­ 
cess of one of the trunks was concealed 
the receipt of deposit of the money. 
The prisoner in his will had stipulated 
that his executor should pay down 20,- 
000 pesetas (85,000) for the purpose of 
withdrawing the baggage from the 
hands of the court. Because the baggage 
would not be surrendered by the court 
if the secret were discovered, the priest 
enjoins 
upon 
the

sepulchral silence in regard to the 
matter. 
Also he warns 
him that 
powerful enemies of the deceased may 
take steps to discover the secret and 
says: “Fall not into the temptation of 
revealing the secret, since, if you re­ 
main steadfast, you will prevent the 
eternal misfortune of the innocent an- 
gel.” 
The priest signs himself “ Your most 
affectionate brother in Christ” and in 
closes a letter fronvAntonio, or Allavin, 
Os, archbishop of Toledo, duly sealed, 
enjoining the congressman to send 
along the money, beginning with 
draft of $2,500 on London or Paris. 
It appears that in this case, as in the 
case of the letter addressed to Presi­ 
dent Harrison, the name of the priest 
as given by the archbishop is spelled 
differently from the name given by 
tho priest himself. 
Moreover, the real 
archbishop of Toledo is Don Miguel 
Paya y Rico, and the pretentious seals 
are probably not counterfeits but ex­ 
temporaneous designs. 
The last communication on the sub­ 
ject which has reached the department 
of state is from an attorney-at-law in 
Nebraska. 
He gives a modification of 
the scheme which was attempted in

“ Come, See th e P la ce W here th e Lord 
Lay” th e T ext o f th e D iscourse— A 
W onderfully G raphic 
W ord 
P a in tin g 
o f th e L ast Scene o f E arth. 


N ew Y o r k , March 29.—Dr. Tal­ 
mage preached an Easter sermon to 
his two audiences today. 
Both at the 
morning service in Brooklyn and at 
The Christian Ilerald service in New 
York in the evening tho Academies ol 
Music were bright with a profusion of 
flowers, Easter lilies being conspicuous. 
A selection of music appropriate to the 
festival was beautifully rendered at 
each service. 
The text of the preach­ 
er’s discourse was Matthew xxviii, 6 , 
“Come, sec the place where tim Lord 
lay.” 
Visiting any great city we are not 
satisfied until we have also looked at 
its cemetery. We examine all the styles 
of cenotaph, mausoleum, sarcophagus, 
crypt and sculpture. 
Here lies buried 
a statesman, yonder an orator, here a 
poet, out there an inventor, in some 
other place a great philanthropist. But 
with how much greater interest and 
with more depth of emotion we look 
upon our family plot in the cemetery. 
In the one case it is a matter of public 
interest, in the other it is a matter of 
private and heartfelt affection. 
But 
around the grave at which we halt this 
morning there are gathered all kinds of 
stupendous interest. 
At this sepulcher, 
I have to tell you, in this sepulcher 
there was buried a king, a conqueror, 
an emancipator, a friend, a brother, a 
Christ. 
Monarch of the universe, but 
bone of our bone, and flesh of our flesh, 
and sorrow of our sorrow, and heart of 
our heart. 
“Come, see the place where 
the Lord lay.” 
It lias for surroundings the manor in 
the suburbs of Jerusalem, a manor 
owned by a wealthy gentleman by the 
name of Joseph. 
Ile was one of the 
court of seventy who had condemned 
Christ, but I think he had voted in the 
negative, or, being a timid man, had 
been absent at the time of the casting of 
the vote. 
He had laid out the parterre 
at great expense. 
It was a hot climate, 
and I suppose 
there 
were 
broad 
branched trees and winding paths un­ 
derneath them, while here the waters 
rippled over the rock into a fishpool, 
and yonder the vines and tho flowers 
clambered over the wall, and all around 
there were the beauties of kiosk arbor­ 
iculture. 
After the fatigues of the Je­ 
rusalem courtroom, how refreshing to 
come out in these suburbs botanical 
and porno] ogi cal I 


WE SRT JESUS LAY. 
I walk a little farther on in the par­ 
terre and I come across a cluster of 
rocks, and I see on them the marks of 
a sculptor’s chisel. 
I come still closer 
and I find that there Is a subterranean 
recess, and I walk down the marble 
stairs, and come to a portico, over the 
doorway an architecture of fruits and 
flowers chiseled by the hand of the 
sculptor. 
I go into the portico, and on 
either side there are rooms, two cr 
four or six rooms of rock; in tho walls 
niches, each niche large enough to hold 
a dead body. One of these rooms of rock 
is especially wealthy with sculpture. It 
is a beautiful and charming spot. Why 
all this? The fact was that Joseph, 
the owner of tho parterre, of that 
wealthy manor, had recognized the fact 
that ho could not always walk those 
gardens, and he sought this as his own 
last resting place. 
What a beautiful 
plot in which to wait for the resurrec­ 
tion! 
Mark well the mausoleum in the 
rock. 
It is to be the most celebrated 
tomb in all the ages; catacombs of 
Egypt, tomb of Napoleon, Mahal Taj 
of India, nothing compared with it. 
Christ had just been murdered, and his 
body must be thrown out to the dogs 
and the ravens, as was customary with 
crucified bodies, unless there be prompt 
and effective hindrance. 
Joseph, the 
owner of the mausoleum, begs for the 
body of Christ, and he takes and washes 
the poor and mutilated frame from the 
blood aud the dust, and shrouds it and 
perfumes it 
I think embalmment was omitted. 
When in olden times they wished to 
embalm a dead body the priest with 
some pretension of medical skill would 
show the point between the ribs where 
the incision was to be made. Then tLe 
operator would come and make tho in­ 
cision, and then run for his life else ho 
would bo slain for violating the dead 
body. 
Then the other priests would 
come with salt and nitro and cassia 
and wine of palm tree and complete 
the embalmment. 
But I think in this 
case embalmment was omitted lest there 
be more excitement and another riot. 
The funeral .advances. Present, Joseph, 
the owner ol the mausoleum; Nicode 
mus, who brought the flowers, and tho 
two Marys. 
Heavy burden on the 
shoulders of two men as they carry the 
body of Christ down tho marble stairs 
and into the portico and lift the dead 
weight to the level of the niche in the 
rock, and push the body of Christ into 
the only pleasant resting place it ever 
had. 
These men coming forth close 
the door of rock against the recess. The 
government, afraid that the disciples 
would steal the body of Christ and 
play resurrection, put upon the door 
the seal of the Sanhedrim, tho viola­ 
tion of that seal, like the violation of 
the seal of the United States govern­ 
ment or of the British government, al­ 
ways followed with severe penalties. 
SOLDIERS GUARDED IT. 
A regiment of soldiers from the Tower 
of Antonio is detailed to guard that 
mausoleum. 
At* tho door of that tomb 
a light took place which decided th 3 
question for all graveyards and cern. 
teriea 
Sword of lightning against 
sword of steel. 
Angel of God against 
the military. 
Tho body in tile crypt 
begins to move in its shroud of fine 
linen and slides down upon tho pave­ 
ment, moves through the portico, ap­ 
pears in the doorway, comes up the 
marble steps. 
Christ, having left his 
mortuary attire behind him, comes 
forth in the garb of a workman as I 
take it, from tho fact that tho women 
mistook him for tho gardener. 
There and then was shattered the 
tomb so that it can never bo rebuilt 
All tho trowels of earthly masonry can­ 
not mend it. 
Forever and forever it is 
a broken tomb. 
Death that day tak 
ing the side of the military received a 
horrible cut under tho angel’s spear of 
flame, and must himself go down at the 
last—the King of Terrors disappearing 
before the King of Grace. 
“The Lord 
la risen.” Hosanna! Hosanna! 
Oh. weep a? more, your comfort* slain. 
Tbs Lord la risen, be lives again. 
Whan ooaoC th* eld Chastens e m 


dying he said he saw on tho sky the 
letter “V,” and he said, “I carlot un­ 
derstand what that is I see against the 
sky; it is the letter ‘V.’” 
A Christian 
standing beside him said, “I know what 
it means; that letter ‘V* stands for vic­ 
tory.’” I gather up all these flowers 
to-day, and I strew them over the 
graves of your Christian dead in the 
letter “V” for 
“victory,” “R” for 
“resurrection,” “T” for “triumph,” 
“H” for “I caven.” “The Lord is risen. ” 
Hosanna! 
HONORS AFTER DEATH. 
While standing around the place 
where the Lord lay I am impressed with 
the fact that mortuary honors cannet 
atone for wrongs to the living. If they 
could have afforded Christ such a cost­ 
ly sepulcher they could have afforded 
him a decent earthly residence. 
Will 
they give a piece of marble to the dead 
Christ when they might have given a 
soft pillow to the living Christ. If they 
had put half the expense of that mau­ 
soleum in the making of Christ’s life 
on earth comfortable the story would 
not have been so sad. 
Ho wanted 
bread; they gave him a stone. 
Christ, 
like every other benefactor of the 
world, was better appreciated after lie 
was dead. 
Westminster Abbey and 
monumental Greenwood are to a cer­ 
tain extent the world’s attempts by 
mortuary honors to atone for neglects 
to tile living. 
Poets’ Corner in West­ 
minster Abbey an attempt to pay for 
the sufferings of Grub street. I go into 
that Poets’ Corner of Westminster Ab­ 
bey, and there I find the grave of Han­ 
del, the musician from whose music 
we hear today as it goes down rever­ 
berating through the ages. 
While I 
stand at tho costly tomb of Handel I 
cannot forget the fact that his fellow 
musicians tried to destroy him with 
their discords. 
I go a little farther in the Poets’ Cor­ 
ner of Westminster Abbey and I And 
the grave of John Dryden, the great 
poet. 
Costly monument, great mortu­ 
ary honors; but I cannot forget the 
fact that at seventy years of age he 
wrote about the oppressions of misfort­ 
une, and that he made a contract for a 
thousand verses at sixpence a line. 
I 
go a little farther on in the Poets’ Cor 
ner and I find the grave of Samuel 
Butler, the author of 
“Hudibras.” 
Wonderful monument, costly mortuary 
honors I 
Where did he die ? In a gar­ 
ret. 
I move farther on in the Poets’ 
Comer and I find the grave of a poet 
of whom Waller wrote: “An old school­ 
master by the name of John Milton 
has written a tedious volume on the 
fall of man. If its length be no virtue, 
it has none.” 
I go a little farther on 
In the Poets’ Comer and I find the 
grave of Sheridan. 
Alas! for Sheri­ 
dan. 
Poor 
Sheridan! 
Magnificent 
mortuary honors. 
What a pity it was 
he could not have discounted that 
monument for a mouthful of something 
to eat I 
Oh, unfilial children, give 
your old parents leas tombstone and 
more blankets, less funeral and more 
bedroom. 
Five per cent of the money now ex 
pended at Burns’ banquets would have 
made tile great Scotch poet comfort 
able and kept him from being almost 
harried to death by the drudgery of on 
exciseman. 
Horace Greeley—outrage­ 
ously abused while he lived—going out 
to his tomb was followed by tile pres! 
dent of tho United States and the lead 
ing men of tho army and the navy. 
Some people could not say 
bitter 
enough tilings about him while hi* 
lived; all the world rose up to do him 
honor when he died. 
Massachusetta 
at the tomb of Charles Sumner, tried 
to atone for the ignominious resolu­ 
tions with which lier legislature de 
nounced the living senator. It was too 
late. 
The costly monument at Springfield. 
Ills., cannot pay for Booth’s bullet. 
Costly mortuary honors on tho banks 
of Lake Erie— honors that cost between 
$200,000 and $300,000—cannot pay for 
the assassination of James A. Garfield. 
Do justice to tho living. All the justice 
you do you will have to do this side 
the gates of the necropolis. 
The dead 
cannot wake up to count tho number 
of carriages in tho procession or see the 
polish on tho Aberdeen granite or to 
read the words of epitaphal commem­ 
oration. Costly mausoleum of the gen­ 
tleman in the suburbs of Jerusalem 
cannot atone for Bethlehem’s manger 
and Calvarean cross and Pilate’s ruf­ 
fian jadiciary. 


FLOWERS FOR THE DEAD. 
Again. 
Standing in this place where 
the Lord lay I am impressed with the 
fact that floral and sculptural ornamen­ 
tation are appropriate for the places of 
the dead. 
We are all glad that in the 
short time of tho Saviour’s inhumation 
ho lay amid flowers and sculpture. 
I 
cannot quito understand what I see in 
the newspapers where, amid the an 
nouncemcnts of obsequies, tho friends 
request “send no flowers.” Why, there 
is no place so appropriate for flowers as­ 
tite casket of the departed, 
lf your 
means allow—I repeat, if your means 
allow—let there be flowers on the cas­ 
ket, flowers on the hearse, flowers on 
the grave. 
Put them on the brow ; it 
means coronation. 
Put them in the 
band; it means victory. 
Christ was 
buried in a parterre. 
Christ was buried 
in a garden. 
Flowers are types of resur­ 
rection. 
Death is sad enough anyhow. 
Let conservatory and arboretum do all 
they can in the way of alleviation. 
Your little girl loved flowers while she 
was alive. 
Put them in her hands, now 
that she cannot go forth and pluck 
flowers for herself. 
On sunshiny days 
twist a garland for her still heart. 
Brooklyn has no greater g lo r y than 
her Greenwood, nor Boston than her 
Mount Auburn, nor Philadelphia than 
her Laurel Hill, nor Cincinnati than 
her Spring Grove, nor San Francisco 
than her Lone Mountain. 
What shall 
I say of those country graveyards 
where the vines have fallen down and 
the slab is aslant and the mound is 
caved in and the grass is the pasture 
ground for the sexton’s cattle? Are 
your father and mother of so little ac­ 
count that you have no more respect 
than that for their bones? Some day 
gather together and straighten up the 
fence and lift the slab and bank up the 
mound and tear out the weeds and 
plant the shrubs. 
After a whila you 
yourself will want to lie down ta the 
last slumber. 
If you have no regard 
for tho bones of your ancestors, .your 
children will have no deferencq for 
your bones. 
Do you say these relics 
are of no importance? You will, see of 
how much importance they ar e when 
the archangel takes out Ixia tr limpet. 
Turn all your graveyards into g nrdens. 
Standing in this place where t’fte Lord 
lay I am also impressed with I fee dig­ 
nity of unpretending obsequies. Joseph 
that day was mourner, wftytop 9 livery­ 
man— had f ie entire charge ai. all tho 
occasion 
Four Moola only 
at tbs 


burial of the King of the Universe. Let 
this bo 
consolatory to those who, 
through small means or lack of large 
acquaintance, have but little demon­ 
stration of grief at the grave of their 
dead. 
It is not neceesary. 
Long line 
of glittering equipages, two rows of sil­ 
ver handles, casket of costly wood, 
pallbearers scarlet and gloved are not 
necessary. 
Christ looks 
out 
from 
heaven at a burial where there are six 
iu attendance, and remembers there are 
two more than he had at his obsequies. 
Not recognizing this idea, how many 
small properties are scattered in tho 
funeral rites, and widowhood and or­ 
phanage go out to tho cold charity of 
the world. 
Tho departed left enough 
property to have kept the family to­ 
gether until they could tako care of 
themselves, but it is all absorbed in the 
funeral rites. 
That went for crape 
which ought to have gone for bread. 
A man of small means can hardly af­ 
ford to die in one of our great cities. 
Funeral pageantry is not necessary. 
No one w;is ever more lovingly and 
tenderly put into tho grave than Christ, 
but there were only four in the proces­ 
sion. 


THE DEAD SHALL RISE AGAIN. 
Again, standing in this place where 
the Lord lay, I am impressed with the 
fact that you cannot keep the dead 
down. 
The seal of Sanhedrim, a regi­ 
ment of soldiers from the tower of 
Antonio to stand guard, floor of rock, 
roof of rock, wall of rock, niche of 
rock, cannot keep Christ in tho eryjit. 
Come out and come up he must. Came 
out and came up he did. 
Prefigura- 
tion. 
The first fruits of them that 
sleep. 
Just as certainly as you and I 
go down into the grave, just so cer­ 
tainly we will come up again. Though 
you pile up on tile top of its all tho 
bowlders of tho mountains, you cannot 
keep us down. 
Though we bo buried 
under tho coral of the deepest cavern 
of tho Atlantic ocean, we will rise to 
the surface. 
All! my friends, death 
and tho gravo are not what they used 
to be to us, for now, walking around 
the spot whero the Lord lay, we find 
vines and flowers covering up tho 
tomb, and that which we called a 
place of skulls has become a beautiful 
garden. 
Yea, now there are four gar­ 
dens instead of one—Garden of Eden, 
Garden of tho World’s Sepulcher, Gar­ 
den of Earth’s Regeneration, Garden 
of Heaven. 
Various scriptural accounts say that 
the work of grave breaking will begin 
with the blast of trumpets and shout­ 
ings; whence I tako it that the first 
intimation of the day will bo a sound 
from heaven such as has never before 
been heard. 
It may not be so very 
loud, but it will be penetrating. There 
are mausoleums so deep that undis­ 
turbed silence has slept there ever since 
the day when the sleepers were left in 
them. 
Tile great noise shall strike 
through them. 
Among tho corals of 
the sea, miles deep, where the ship­ 
wrecked rest, tho sound will strike. No 
one will mistake it for thunder or the 
blast of earthly minstrelsy. 
There will 
be heard tho voice of the uncounted 
millions of the dead, who come rushing 
out of the gates of eternity, Hying 
toward the tomb, crying: “Make way! 
Oh, grave, give us back our b ody! We 
gave it to you in corruption; surrender 
it now In incorruption.” 
Thousands 
of spirits arising from tho Hold of 
Sedan, and from among tho rocks of 
Gettysburg, and from am ong tho passes 
of South Mountain. 
A hundred thou­ 
sand are crowding Greenwood, 
On 
tills grave threo spirits meet, for there 
were throe bodies in that tomb; over 
that family vault tw enty spirits liover, 
for there were twenty bodies. 
From New York to Liverpool, at 
every few miles on tho sea route, a 
group of hundreds of spirits comb 
down to tho water to meet their bodies. 
See that multitude!—that is where the 
Central America sank. 
And yonder 
multitude!—that is where tho Pacific 
went down. 
Found at last! 
That is 
where the City of Boston sank. 
And 
yonder tho President went down. 
A 
solitary spirit alights on yonder prairie 
—that is where a traveler perished in 
the snow. 
The whole air is full of 
spirits—spirits flying north, spirits fly­ 
ing south, spirits flying east, spirits fly­ 
ing west. 
Crash! goes Westminste- 
Abbey, as all its dead kings and orators 
and poets get up. 
Strange commingling of spirits search­ 
ing among the ruins. 
William Wilber­ 
force, tho good, and Queen Elizabeth, 
the bad. 
Crash I go tho Pyramids, anil 
the monarchs of Egypt rise out of the 
heart of tho desert. 
Snap! go the iron 
gates of the modem vaults. 
Tile coun­ 
try graveyard will look like a rough 
plowed field as the mounds break open. 
All the kings of the earth; all the sena­ 
tors; all the great men; all the beg­ 
gars; all the armies—victors and van­ 
quished; all tho ages—barbaric and 
civilized; all those who were chopped 
by guillotine, or simmered in the fire, 
or rotted in dungeons; all the infants 
of a day; all the octogenarians—all! 
all! 
Not one straggler left behind. 
All! all! 
And now the air is darkened with 
the fragments of bodies that are com­ 
ing together from the opposite comers 
of the earth.

Thomas” Lappin will be 
missed by all the people of Janesville. 
Few men there are whose d ath will ba 
more 
generally mourned. For some 
years be bas been ia poor beeltb, at 
t’mea dangerously ill, yet be was poasess- 
e1 of a hardy constitution which en­ 
abled bim to reify. Again and again 
be suffered tbe attacks ct disease, each 
timo recovering sufficiently to again ap­ 
pear on tte streets. His strong frame 
grew weaker andor the weight of seven­ 
ty-nine years, however. Eaah succeeding 
relapse left bim less sturdy until finally 
ihe terrible struggle between life and 
death came, and death gained the vic­ 
tory. &£r. Lappia rested easily until 
about nine 
o’clock Sunday morning 
when he commenced failing rapidly. Hie 
attendants realizing that the en I was 
near, summoned the family. 
He con­ 
tinued failing retaining consciousness 
until half past twelve o’clock, when he 
quietly dosed his eyes in the sleep of 
death. 
The funeral services will be held at 
'he re*idenoe, Park Piaoe, at 2:30 o’clock 
to-morrow rfieraoon. 
Thomas Lappin was born in county 
Mead, Ireland, May 12, 1812. 
Coming 
to America with his father’s family iu 
1825, he soon after located in Detroit 
Here he lesroed the printer’s trade. For 
several years he worked in Detroit as a 
printer, 
and 
it 
i3 
claimed 
ce 
made the first composition roller—the 
glue end molasses composition which 
succeeded the buckskin balls for inking 
type-west of Buffalo. 
As ha ! been said Mr, Lsppia was tbe 
pioneer merchant of ^Janesville, ooming 
here in the fall of 1838 when Ihe log 
cabin cf Henry F. Janes was tho only 
sign cf human life. Bat few people were 
settlers in Beck county bsfore Mr. Lap­ 
pin o arrival bere. The following year 
be opened a general mercbatdise store, 
being the first perron to engage in tbe 
mercai tile trade in Jamesville. Ha con­ 
tinued in this bosiLtSH, with various 
partners for twenty yeats cr more. That 
Le was successful, the substantial build­ 
ings which bear bis came are enough to 
show. 
He contributed much towards 
tbe 
growth and prosperity of the oily. With 
limited means at first, be did what be 
^ coaid m the way of erecting substantial 
business property. The Apollo 
Hall 
block was one of his early enterprises, 
followed soon after by the larger block 
which Dea»s Zia came at tho oorncr of 
Main aud Milwaukee streets. 
On the 21 day of November, 1847, Mr. 
Lappic was united in marriage with 
Miso Mary J. J seaman, daughter of the 
ate Timothy Jackman. Four children 
blessed this union, three of whom sur­ 
vive wi h the mother, they being Mrs. 
Edwin F. Carpenter, Mrs. Henry A. Doty 
and Mrs. Edward M. H>z<jr. 
Mr. Lappin was ptcul ar in one til if, 
throughout bis whole life. He attended 
strictly to hiB own butanesi affairs, and 
alloyed other people to attend to theirs 
unmolested by Lim. 
Frequently urged 
by his fellow citizens to accept political 
honors be woul i never allow his name to 
boused in connection with soy tffi’e 
J yet he took an aotive personal interest in 
local affairs sod cast his vote at each re­ 
curring elections for such men as he 
thought were test fitted for the posi­ 
tions. 
From the first Mr. Lappin bad great 
faith in the future of Janesville, and he 
ived to see that faith in a great measure 
sustained. Coming here his eyes only 
beheld a lonely log cabin on the banks 
of Rook river. There was neither trade 
nor commerce. He opened a general 
store, the entire stock being valued at 
lees than four hundred dollars. Before 
be closed bis eyes in his long sleep Sun­ 
day afternoon, be could look out from 
the windows of his pleasant Third ward 
home and see houses sheltering twei?e 
thousand sou’s, and business houses coa • 
tuning stocks valued at millions.
